HE Marqueis de Efpinola, a Genouefe, 
" being come hither from Madrid, has en- 
deavour’d to infinuate himfelf into the 
acquaintance of Perfons of the chiefeft 
Rank, as well Forreigners as Natives, 
that he might learn the Defigns of this Court, but it 
being perceiv’d what he was driving at, he has been 
given to underftand, that he is fufpected, and warn’d 
therefore to take care of what he does. The Prepa- 
rations of War are carry’d on vigoroufly,and the new 
Levies continu’d with great Succefs. Mean time the 
Minifters of the Emperor, the Queen of England,and 
the States of Holland, appear more frequently at 
Court than formerly, and there is great hopes that 
the Match between the Prince of Brafil, and one of 
the Arch-Dutchefles of Auftria will be concluded, 
and that our King will enter into the Grand Alliance. 
An Advice-Boat will be fent to Brafil in a few days. 

The Inquifition-have lately imprifon’d 27 Perfons. 
Port St. Mary, Jan. 1. On the 26th of December, 
a Scuffle happen’d between the French and Spanith 
Soldiers here, the French fell upon the Spaniards as 
they were going the Rounds, and of both Parties 
there wete._ 15 Men killd or wounded; had not 
the French retir’d on board their Galleys, this matter 
might have gone much further ; but the Action not 
lafting long, the Country was not alarm’d. Since 
that time a Regiment of Horfe is coming hither, 

who Patroll about the Town every night.

Madrid, Jan. 11. We have Advice that the King 
left Montlerrat on the 26th of laft Month, and Ar- 
tiv’d at Lerida on the 29th, and that from thence he 
will proceed by eafy Journeys hither, where he will 
Arrive on the 16th. The Queen with the Principal 
Noblemen and Ladies of the Court, are gone from 
hence to meet His Majefty at Guadalaxara. The 
Ning has fene hither the Eftablifhment of the Troops 
that are to be form’d by the beginning of the Cam- 
paign, for the fecurity of the Catholick Religion, 
which (as we are convine’d by the Enemies Actions 
at Port St. Mary) is Attack’ as well as the Monar- 
chy. The 17 Regiments of Spanith Foot that are in 
the Kingdom, are to be augmented by Recruits and 
New Levies to 1000 Men each ; the 7 Regiments 
of Cavalry are to be made 500 Men each, and 5 
others are to be rais’d, 1 of Cuiraffiers, and 4 of 
Dragoons ; all which will~Compofe an Army of 
17000 Foot, 4000 Horfe, and 2200 Dragoons. To 
defray the Charge of raifing and maintaining of 
thefe Troops, His Majefty has erder’d that the 
Sums which the Provinces Pay for the keep- 
ing up of the Provincial Regiments,.and which 
have been Converted to other Ufes, fhall be em- 
ploy’d in this fervice till other Provifion be made ; 
and that the Payment of thofe Adignments, which 
private Perfons, Communities, and even the Royal 
Houfehold have on thofe Funds, fhall be fufpended 
till further order ; promifing in the mean time to 
fatisfie all Petfons concern’d, by affigning them fome 
other Funds for the entire Payment of their feveral 


Pretentions. The New Levies are carried on with 
good Succefs, and the Money brought from Segovia 
is made ufe of to that purpofe. We have Advice 
from Carthagena, that Monfieur du Caffe is arriv’d 
there with his Squadron, with the Duke of Albu- 
querque Viceroy of Mexico, and the Forces and 
Ammunition ; and they affure us, that the chief 
Ports in America are provided with all that is ne- 
ceffary for their defence.

There isa ftrong report, that it 
being believ’d that the Portugueze will declare War 
againit us, the King will be before-hand with them, 
and have the Honour of Declaring firft: And that 
this will be done as foon as he arrives here.

moved all the Members of the Commen Councel of 
this City, that were put in by the Elector of Cologn, 
and has put others into their Places. And all the 
Indges and Juftices, Scouts and other Officers of this

ror. On the 23d a new Chamber of Accounts was 
Eftablithed, of which Monfieur Rofen is made a 
Prefident, and Meiffieurs Schel, Warnant, Wafoul, 
atid two others, Counfellors. On the 21ft War was. 
Declared againft France, and the Duke of Anjou 
with their Adherents, by found of Trumpet, the De- 
claration was affixed in feveral Places of this City, 
and Copies diftributed of the Preceedings of the Diet 
of Ratisbon againft the Prince of Liege, in which 


the faid Prince, for his Scandalous Conduct towards ~ 


the Empire, is declared to have forfeited his Princi- 
pality of Liege, as being an Imperial Fief, and all 
his Subjects abfolved of the Oath which they took 
tohim. The report that has been fpread of the 
Eftates.of Liege endeavouring to obtain a Neutrali- 
ty, proves falfe: But a Cartel is Negotiating for fete 
ting the French Officers at liberty that were taken 
Prifoners in our Citadel, and for redeeming our 
Great Dean.
